To- 
day, in the stall at Bethlehem 
where He was born, there are 
rich Persian rugs, jewels, gold 
and silver decorations, incense 
burners of bronze and precious 
stones. There is even a mother- 
Of-pearl manger Christ's life 
has been surrounded with con- 
siderable pomp. That is, I think, 
a pity, because His birth and life 
are really as simple and plain as 
bread.

In Korea,

Admittedly, it is a- bit incon- 
gruous that perhaps the best ex- 
planation of the Communist suc- 
cess in China and Asia is a verse 
from that grand old man, 
Rudyard Kipling. They called 
him imperialist, and perhaps he 
was, though there was a bite in 
enough of his lines to cause an 
ungrateful queen .to withhold 
from him the mantle of the Poet 
Laureate.

On his kine he borrows vet, 
At his heart is his daughter's 
wedding, 
In his eve foreKnowledge of 
debt. 
He eats, and hath indigestion,

Let us take four items out of 
the past. 

1. Toward the end of the Mid- 
die Ages there was such a fer- 
ment in Great Britain it was nec- 
essary to bring an end to serf- 
dom. 

2. France was rid of it bloodily 
by the explosion of her revolu- 
tion, 

%. Even the Tsars made an end 
to the system of serfdom in 1861, 
about the time a civil war was 
beginning in the United States. 

4. In the deep depression of the 
thirties, when we turned to self- 
examination. we were shocked 
by the high percentages of land- 
less among us as represented by 
tenants and snarecroppers. There 
came into being the Farm Se- 
curity Administrations tenant 
purchase act—which allowed 
carefully screened men to buy a 
piece of land with federal credit. 

Thousands of them have paid 
out- and own their own farms, 
Thousands more are almost fin- 
ished with their notes. (It is 
significant that once the credit 
system was changed to that of 
private credit backed by federal 
insurance, the number of loans 
slowed down. This indicates 
thoughtlessness for which we 
will pay—unnecessarily.) 


Yet, one of our fundamental 
weaknesses is that we regard in- 
ternational relations as a com- 
bination of being a Big Brother 
and Santa Claus. 

Then. when the world too often 
seems to interpret generosity as 
smugness, or a bit of seli- 
righteous exhibitionism, we are 
genuinely hurt and feel we are 
not appreciated. 


Britain was the first to learn 
that international] relations are a 
matter of life and death. Other 
nations learned the same exact- 
ing lesson. But, we never have. 
We still think international rela- 
tions corsist largely of sentimen- 
talities. 

The landless, hungry, illiterate 
masses of Asia and the Orient 
don't seem to understand us. The 
world stood up straighter when 


we intervened in Korea. We our- | 


selves felt cleaner and stronger. 
We saved the United Nations. We 
kept alive the last, best hope of 
peace.

This provision and other similar 
strict regulations—affecting all 
home mortgages, Federal and com- 
mercial—has thrown industry of- 
ficials in Washington In an uproar. 

An industry spokesman declared 
that if the restrictions as. now 
contemplated are put into effect 
home-buying would become a 
“luxury” only to be had by the 
rich. 

The Reserve Board will present 
the curbs in final form to in- 
dustry, veterans and Government 
officials at a special meeting next 
Tuesday, 

The Board is acting under au- 
thority granted by Congress to 
curb surging inflation as a result 
of the Korean War and the ex- 
panding defense program. The 
agency has made it clear that 
it probably will relax the curbs 
after it has judged the impact 
of the regulations on home buying. 

In their present stage, the con- 
trols would have this effect: 

1. Veterans would have to make 
a down payment of at least 10 
percent on a home purchased plus 
settlement costs. On a _ $10,000 
house, veterans would have to 
pay at least $1,000 down plus 
closing costs as compared with the 
present $500 minimum. 

2. Persons buying under the 
Federal Housing Administration 
would have to pay down a mini- 
mum 15 percent on low-cost homes 
and the down payment would go 
higher with the increase in selling 
price. 

3. A similar sliding scale down 
payment would be enforced on 
commercial mortgages not guaran- 
teed by the Veterans Administra- 
tion or the FHA. 

In addition, the Federal Reserve 
is reportedly considering a reduc-

Douglas Quits; 
Gifford Seen 


As Suecessor

WASHINGTON, Sept. 26. 
Lewis W. Douglas resigned Tues 
day as United States Ambassador 
to Great Britain and a presidential 
adviser told The New York Times 
that the new envoy wWill be Walter 
S. Gifford, former chairman of 
the Board of the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company. 


Douglas, who called at the White 
House Tuesday afternoon, wrote 
President Truman that he was 
compelled “by personal considera- 
tions, including those of health,” 
to leave his ambassadorship to 
the court of St. James's. He asked 
that his resignation become effec- 
tive Nov, 1, but he indicated at 
the same time that he would be 
available for another, post after 
several months of rest at his 
home in Arizena. 


Douglas had been ambassador to 
London for three and a half years. 


The President replied, in a note 
of exceptional warmth, that he 
accepted the resignation “with 
most genuine regret,” and he add- 
ed that his fellow countrymen who 
are aware of Douglas’ great serv- 
ice would share that regret. 

One of the factors behind the 
choice of Gifford, an active Re- 
publican, to the ranking diplo- 
matic assignment, informed quar- 
ters believe, is the desire by the 
President to further strengthen 
the bipartisan character of the 
administration’s foreign policy. 

In his letter of resignation, 
Douglas touched on the great scope 
of his job in London, and he ex- 
pressed his gratitude to the Presi- 
dent “for having made the horizon 
of my life the broader because 
of it.” 

In leaying that office. however, 
the retiring envoy called atten- 
tion, first, to the need for “a con- 
tinuing close relationship” be- 
tween the United States and the 
government and people of the 
British Isles and British com- 
monwealth of nations, and, second 
to the existing situation in the 
world that would make him wil- 
ling, after his rest, to serve the 
president at another time.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26—-Britain 
has taken the initiative on the 
Korean problem in the United 
Nations with the drafting of a 
plan to have the General Assem- 
bly set up post-war elections in 
Korea for the establishment of 
one government for the entire 
country. 

The outline for Korea’s future 
also calls for the creation of a 
new and strong United Nations 
commission—dominated by Asian 
countries—to supervise the voting 
and work toward the goal of a 
Democratic and unified Korea. 

Talks on the plan have been 
going on for several days under 
British initiative. Still without 
agreement, though, is the prob- 


‘lem as to whether United Na- 


tions forces should receive specific 
authorization to cross the 38th 
divinding line between 
the Republic of Korea and the 
‘Communist government to the 
North. 


Some of the countries backing 
the United Nations in Korea have 
shown reluctance to vote for a 
spelled-out authorization to Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur to cross the 
parallel. On the other hand, there 
is no desire to tie the General's 
hands should the military situa- 
tion demand the crossing of the 
boundary line. 


As things stand now—and talks 
are still going on—there is a trend 
toward leaving out a specific au- 
thorization to cross the parallel 
and instead write in a reaffirma- 
tion of the United Nations war ef- 
fort in Korea. That reaffirmation 
would include reference to the of- 


| sing United Nations decision to 


ake all necessary steps to back 
up the Republic of Korea.

“I am delighted at the opportu- 
nity to tell the Kefauver Commit-

There is no question in my mind 
that that was the direct signal for. 
the ambush killing, which was a 
typical Chicago job by hired tor- 
pedoes, probably brought in from 
out of town through the national 
connections of the Malia syndicate 

I do not believe he was directly 
doomed because he had dug up 
and supplied considerable material 
to Lee Mortimer and me when we 
were preparing the book, “Chicago 
Confidential.” It is true that he 
and his former partner, Capt. Tom 
Connelly, did work for us in that 
connection, as paid investigators. 
A chapter in the book is devoted 
to them, titled “The Brave Bulls.” 

But these professionals are not 
emotional men who ordinarily kill 
for revenge. They accept anvthing 
acomplished as a fait accompli, 
but there are hundreds of cases to 
prove that they kill to prevent 
further damage. 

Al Capone said to me: “We 
don't kill for the last guy. We kill 
for the next guy.” This, of course, 
excepted gangster reprisal mur- 
ders which were preventive rather 
than vengeful, because, as Capone’ 
added, “we have to knock off 
somebody who croaked one of our 
men just so they won't get in the 
habit of thinking they can do it 
and get away with it and keep on 
doing it.” 

Drury was one of the most fear- 
less men I ever knew. In fact, he 
was fanatical in his hatred of 
hoodilums and when he could not 
sell his services he gave freely of 
all his information to the Chicago 
Crime Commission, several other 
congressional inquiries and maga- 
zines and newspaper writers. 

He always went armed with 
two guns, a regulation police 36, 
which he was allowed to keep and 
carry by a court decision, and a 
nickel-plated automatic which he 
took away from a notorious Chi- 
cago “enforcer” whom he stopped 
and frisked in broad daylight in 
the Loop 

He had lately been in business 
as a private detective under the 
corporate name of William J. 
Drury Investigations, Ltd. at 1843 
Addison St., Chicago, and engaged 
Connelly as his assistant. In the 
lower left-hand corner of his en- 
velope was the one word “‘confi- 
dential.” 

He announced that his field was 
crime investigation and he never 
stopped pounding the known 
gangsters, who crossed the street 
when they saw him even after he 
was stripped of his star as a re- 
sult of his work in arresting three 
witnesses to the assassination of 
James M. Ragen, from whom the 
mob was muscling control of the 
national gambling racing service.

Notorious hoodlums went in hiding 
Tuesday as a 58-man Chicago 
police detail hunted the killers of:

Prendergast simultaneously di- 
rected an exhaustive inquiry into 
the mystery slaying of Marvin J. 
Bas, 45-year-old attorney and Re- 
publican politician. 

Bas was killed some four hours 
after Drury’s assassination. Eye- 
witnesses reported two men shot 
Bas as he walked on a street. 

Police sought a possible link in 
the slaying even though an in- 
vestigator for the Senate Com- 
mittee, headed by Sen. Kefauver, 
Democrat, of Tennessee, said Bas 
was not connected with the federal 
prope. 

Rudolph Halley, chief counsel for 
the Senate Committee, was quoted 
by the Chicago Herald-American 
as saying:

All But 3 Bodies 
Sealed in Shaft 


CRESWELL. England, Sept. 26 
(P\—Eighty coal miners died in a 
fire deep underground at Creswell 
Colliery Tuesday and the bodies 
of all but three were sealed in 
the shaft where they fell. 

A flash fire generated poisonous 
furnes that block rescue and 
choked the life out of the trapped 
miners. 

One hundred and twenty others. 
caught nearer the surface, crawled 
to safety. Gasping and stumbling, 
the stronger ones grabbed those 
who faltered and dragged them 
along 

“It was @ race against time,”| 
said one of the survivors, “We 
struggied along the road which 
never seemed to end.” 

Three bodies were recovered. 

An official statement there was 
“no possibility” that any of the 
other 77 men were alive below 
ground. 


Mine union officials, Govern- 
ment mine inspectors and officials 
of the National Coal Board which 
operates Britain's mines, went 
underground to survey the situa- 
tion.

“Any attempt to recover the 
bodies was bound to fail and such 
attempts would inevitably involve 
further loss of life.”

Carelessness Laid To Bolivian Pilot 
In Collision Taking 55 Lives 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 26—(4)—The Civil Aeronautics Board 
said Tuesday a Bolivian pilot whose fighter plane collided with 
an airliner bere last Nov. 1 failed to exercise “necessary vigil- 
ance.” Fifty-five persons died in the crash. 

In a report on its investigations, the CAB said the probable 
cause of the collision was the action of the Bolivian pilot in 
making a straight-in approach to the Washington airport with- 
out proper clearance “and without exercising necessary vigil- 
ance.” 

The pilot was Eric Rios Bridoux, Bolivian Civil Aviation 
Chief. 

Rios Bridoux failed to appear Monday at a public hearing 
on a complaint to revoke his license for alleged careless and 
reckless operation of the plane, a two-engine P-38 Lightning 
which had just been bought for the Bolivian air force. 

The other plane involved in the collision was an Eastern 
Airlines DC-4. 

The two planes collided about 300 feet above the ground 
and less than 1,500 feet from the end of the runway on which 
both were expecting to land.

NEW YORK, Sept. 26—Joe Louis heads for never never land 
Wednesday night where a long time ago someone wrote across the 
_ fate—They don’t come back.” 7 
Jim Corbett found this was true. So did Jim Jeffries, Bob Fitz- 
simmons, Jess Willard, Jack Dempsey and most of the others who 
tried to storm the impregnable heights after defeat. Corbett came 
closer than any of the others, but the greatest of all boxers still’! 
failed. One punch from Jeffries offset all Corbett’s brilliancy. 

It should be said for Louis on this visit to the haunted country 
that he has never been officially beaten since he lost to Max Schmel- 
ing before he won the title. In the book of many, he lost to Joe 
‘Walcott in their first meeting, but the judges saved him. So it might 

be said that Joe Louis doesn't have to stage a comeback since 
be has never been away. Not officially, anyway. 

Certainly Louis doesn’t place himself in the same category 
as Jeffries in his fight against Jack Johnsen or Corbett against 
Jeffries or any other beaten champion looking for the lost road 
te the top. Louis doesn't feel he has ever been nudged off the top. 
He looks on Exzard Charlies as a mild usurper, the best of a poor 
lot on the outside leoking in. 

There's not the slightest doubt in the Louis mind that he can take 
Charles any time he cares to. His more than 50 exhibition fights 
lifted him well above his Walcott form. When Louis figured he was | 
good enough to resume where he had left off and also to pay our. 
Uncle Sam at least a good part of the $250,000 he owes, Joe promptly. 
discarded his retirement mantie. As Joe puts it—he became “une | 


retired.” 

No one can criticize Louis for this. After all, | 
Bad Investor he is a professional fighter—not a professional 
golfer as many opponents have proved. He isn't much good at the 
restaurant or investment business either. He has made more than 
$2,000,000 in the ring and has given away or lost or been taxed 
out of most of it. At least, Joe isn’t losing any money when he 
walks into a ring with his gloves and trunks on.

Russia’s ‘Peace’ Talk 
Follows the Old Pattern 


History repeats itself in Russia's new 
phony peace offensive. 

United Nations’ success in the Korean 
War is imminent. Our forces are near to 
‘closing the gap and eliminating ll but 
the. most fanatical Communist resistance. 

Russia would like to salvage as much 
as possible. Namely, she would like nego- 
tiations which would lead to stopping UN 
troops at the thirty-eighth parallel. That 
would simply restore the conditions which 
led to the invasion of South Korea in the 
first place. 

The UN being willing, our troops ought 
to cross the thirty-eighth parallel and unite 
the country. Elections onght to be held 
under UN supervision to make sure a rep- 
resentative government is placed in office. 
Russia does not want that because it would 
be necessary for UN troops to occupy 
North Korea, placing them next to Soviet 
military installations in Manchuria. 


When Russia finds the pressure too 
much she invariably turns on the “peace 
talk,” such as that emitted by Jacob Malik 
in reply to some questions asked him by 
a Baltimore group. It is a repetition of 
the pattern of the Berlin blockade. The 
Kremlin thought the West would give up 
easily. When Gen. Lucius Clay instituted 
the air lift and met Russian pressure with 
stern but patient countermeasures, the Rus- 
sians turned on the peace talk. 

It would not be at all surprising if we 
presently should find that Russia has per- 
suaded a neutral country to agree to medi- 
ate differences between the Soviet and the 
West. The offer would be presented with 
great fanfare as evidence of the Soviet 
desire for “peace.” 

Before they regard Russian “peace feel- 
ers” as anything more than propaganda, 
our diplomats want to see a few signs of 
good faith. Mr. Malik unequivocably fa- 
vored a conference between President Tru- 
man and Stalin. Obviously, this country is 
not going to alienate its allies by attempt- 
ing a unilateral settlement with Russia. 


He also said the Soviet Government was 
ready to pledge not to use the atomic bomb 
first, favors general disarmament and in- 
ternational control of atomic installations 
and the free interchange of ideas and in- 
formation. 

On the record Russia has been the of- 
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it has been restricted to those who can 
produce Grade A. That means the average 
small farmer, with a few cows to milk, 
can't compete.

We hope the Legislature will go into 
the business of milk and take away from 
any man the power to persecute in what 
appears to be an unreasonable and harsh 
manner. 

If Georgia is ever going to be a dairy 
state we must take off the shackles and 


She has re- 
fused to accept international inspection of 
at@mic works as contained in the UN pro- 
posal. Russia insists on doing her own 
inspecting within her borders, expecting 
the world to fake her word she is not build- 
ing bombs. No newspaper reporter in Rus- 
sia or a satellite nation has free access to 
facts.. Censorship is rigid. Even foreign 
diplomats are restricted to specified areas. 

If Russia be in earnest about peace she 
first must remove the obstacles she has 
placed in its way. Then she must co-op- 
erate in the United Nations. There has 
been no expression of approval, for in- 
stance, from Mr. Malik or Mr. Vishinsky 
on the plan, endorsed in principle by Brit- 
ain, to eliminate the effect of the veto 
from peace machinery. 

The free world won’t go along with the 
Soviet’s palpable plan to achieve by a few 
nicely turned phrases what she failed to 
gain by force of arms. 
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Bankers Show 
Sensible Restraint 


It is unusual, to say the least, for any 
group to advocate measures which restrict 
its own business and cut into profits. 

But the American Bankers Association 
convention in New York has heard one 
speaker after another recommend what the 
Associated Press termed “a lean financial 
diet to fight inflation.” 

The bankers want higher taxes, stricter 
control over credit, reduced purchasing 
power and other measures to keep infla- 
tion out, 

William B. Gladney, president of a 
Baton Rouge, La., bank, said bankers ought 
to discourage customers from using their 
own capital or borrowing money for any 
use unless it served the interest of national 
defense. 

Another said the biggest mistake of 
World War II was failure to tax enough. 

Banks will lose revenue by every one 
of the measures the bankers believe are 
needed. But they think the soundness of 
the country’s currency and the stability 
of the economy of more importance than 
immediate profits. 

Theirs is the sensible view. It is re- 
grettable that all business and labor unions 
could not exercise the same restrained 
judgment.

Is It Too 
Much To Hope? 


Another recognized authority, Dr. R. P. 

Brooks, professor of economics at the Univer- 

| sity of Georgia, has made a study and come up 

with some specific recommendations for revamping Georgia's 
archaic and outmoded tax system. 


The Brooks report to the State Tax Revision Committee has a 
familiar ring. And not strangely so. Every unprejudiced person 
who has taken the time in the past 20 years to look into the State's 
fiscal setup has arrived at virtually the same conclusions. 


The inequities of our current tax system are so flagrant as to 
be readily apparent to even the casual observer. And the record 
of decreasing revenues brought in by some levies is enough to cause 
any student of elementary economics to recite immediately the law 
of diminishing returns. 


The things that are wrong with Georgia's tax structure are so 
obvious that it seems ridiculous that, over a period of several dec- 
ades, many thousands of man-hours and dollars have been spent 
in the studying and analyzing of them. But not nearly so ridicu- 
lous as the fact that, despite the unanimity of the recommenda- 
tions growing out of such surveys, the State has yet to do any- 
thing about them. 


The Legislature which convenes in January has available the 
carefully considered recommendations for tax reform of such quali- 
fied authorities as Dr. Brooks, Frank Neely and B. E. Thrasher, Jr. 
Its members have, in the next three months, ample time to study 
suggested changes and to discuss them fully with their constituents. 


Georgia must have tax reform if it is to attract new industry and 
to progress and prosper. 


With but a few minor differences every competent observer is 
in agreement on the pattern which such tax revision should follow. 


Is it too much to hope that we are at long last going to have it?

Notable Change 


In Soviet Pace 


WASHINGTON—For whatever it is worth, 

if anything, it is interesting to observe that a 

notable change has apparently taken place in the 

attitude of the Russians since the arrival in this country of Soviet 


Foreign Minister Vishinsky for the fifth session of the General 
Assembly of the United Nations organization. 

Though still not lacking in acidity and insult, the language of 
the Kremlin representatives has become more temperate—relatively 


at least. It does not seem to have the same snarling surliness dis- 
played by Soviet Delegate Jacob A. Malik during the August meet- 
ing of the Security Council, when Russia sought to impugn the 
motives of the United States in intervening in the Korean War. 


Now the Russians appear to be slightly more reasonable in their 
attitude, less harsh in their criticism, more inclined to be lenient 
in their attacks and perhaps a bit more personable—to paraphrase 
the reports of some of our keenest observers on the scene. 


Fraternizing competent reporters on the staff of The New 
York Times, sent out a dispatch recently in which he gave some 
of his observations after attending sessions of the General Assembly 
in New York. He mentioned that the Russians have been acting 
with positive joviality off the Assembly floor and that Mr. Malik 
himself had been observed “chatting happily” with some of our 
“imperialist warmongers,” as he is wont to call us, and fraterniz- 
ing with the “wicked capitalist press.” 

The Times reporter went on to recall an instance, after an 
“unusually conciliatory” discussion of East-West problems, in which 
Mr. Malik was heard to say: “We have a word in Russian which 
you should know. It is ‘nichevo.’ It means don’t worry—things 
will turn out all right.” 


There have been other signs, big and little, of late to indicate 
a change of attitude or tactics on the part of the Russians. After 
virtually embargoing shipments of manganese to us for months past, 
they have suddenly stepped up their shipments of this important 
element in the manufacture of steel. We are largely dependent 
on them for manganese. 

And there have been such little things as the assurance Mr. 
Malik insisted on getting from a carpet salesman on the durability 
of a rug he bought for his place on Long Island. He wanted to 
make sure it would not wear out in a few years, indicating that 
he had plans for a long-time residence here in connection with the 


work of the United Nations. 

Since Foreign Minister Vishinsky’s’ arrival 
Out of Place also the only walkout the Russians have 
taken was.at ghe United Nations dinner in New York the other 
night when Gov. Thomas E. Dewey made some offending remarks 
about Russian slave labor. Though what Dewey said may have 
been true, it was inappropriate for him to hurl that insult to the 
Russians at a United Nations gathering where he was a guest and 
the Soviet representatives were in the role of semihosts, as it 
se@med. 

What all of this means—if anything—remains to be seen. It 
could be significant, or it could be a blind. The Russians are 
such peculiar people that it is not always possible to fathom them. 
Certain it is that they do appear to have shown a perceptible 
change in attitude here lately. Those who know Mr. Vishinsky 
say he is a man of undeniable personable charm. It may be merely 
that he has transmitted some of this to the Soviet delegation in a 
new spirit of affability. 

But it could have a far deeper meaning. The change in the 
attitude of the Soviet delegates coincides somewhat with what 
promises to be the climactic development in the Korean War—the 
launching of the long-awaited offensive of American and United 
Nations forces against the Communist aggressors. We have shown 
a determination to clean up the mess in Korea and prepare our- 
selves for any similar mission of preserving the peace throughout 
the world. 

The Russians by now must know that we mean business. 
Whether we are to have another world war is up to them. Realiz- 
ing this, perhaps they are willing to pull in their horns. If they 
want peace, it is high time they were making some gesture of the 
kind. Maybe this is the beginning of such a gesture. Maybe not. 
Future events will tell. 

In the meantime, there is hardly any likelihood of our letting 
up in the far-flung defense program that is being undertaken until 
they do give some positive assurance of a desire for peace.

At that time the majority of the popu- 
lation was made up of people who had 
only contempt for the efforts of the 
honest residents to clean up and im- 


prove the town. While this element 
was in control, they defied the courts 
and crime was rampant. Decisive 
action finally established the author- 
ity of the municipal government 
when the “law-abiding” citizens in- 
vaded the offending sections with gun 
and torch! The name Pierce Street 
was later changed to Decatur Street. 
“Murrell’s Row” occupied the block 
between Peachtree and Pryor Streets.

Learning To Use the Rain 


Anybody who ever lifted a plowstock over a deep gully in a cotton field, or 
crossed a Georgia river and looked down at the water red with silt knows that 


running water carries away the soil. 


Nobody, though, really knew what happened 


when the rains fell on the earth until the Forest Service people, in conjunction 

with the Soil Conservation folks, decided some sixteen years ago to measure every 

inch of rain that fell on a 6,000-acre tract of woodland, and find out what became 
of the runoff. They set up their hydrologic laboratory, the finest of its kind in the world and the on 
one in this country East of the Rocky Mountains, just across the Georgia line in North Carolina, ni 
miles north of Mountain City, and have been measuring rainfall and checking its runoff there ever 
since. They know now where most of the water has hit, where it went, and how much soil it took 


with it. 

They found that from the wooded areas—and 
these woodlands are forty or fifty years old, 
unlogged and unfarmed in that time—there was 
no appreciable loss of soil at all. Then they 
cleared 200 acres and farmed it in corn and 
pasture, about as a mountain family would do 
if they were making a living off the land. They 
found that for the first three years the humus 
absorbed the water, slowed its flow and there 
was little loss of soil. But about the beginning of 
the fourth year the sun began to burn the humus 
out of the soil, and erosion began, heavily, so 
heavily, in fact, that in one hour of a heavy 
rainstorm, 150,000 pounds of silt was washed 
off the 200 acres of land. No silt showed in 
the catch-basins below the forested land. 


They then turned cattle to graze on a few 
acres of land—grazing them in the woods as 
a mountain family would do, one animal to 
about every 20 acres. Within the 150 acres 
set aside for grazing they fenced room-sized 
areas where the natural forest cover was 
protected. Within a few years the ground 
outside the fenced in areas was packed so 
hard by the grazing cattle that it would no 
longer absorb water at the rate the natural 
forest floor absorbed it. 


They later experimented further with the ef- 
fect of logging on water run-off and found that 
the silt loss from 200 acres of logged over land 


was so great that it heavily colored the streams 

carrving the run-off from the entire 6,000 acres. 
It is of no use to know that you are sick 

without trying to find a cure for what's ailing 


‘you, and the Forest Service people, who have 


now found out in scientific detail what happens 
when rain falls on the earth and takes its natural 
course down hill, are now seeking to find the 
answers to what to do to stop it from washing 
the land away. Obviously, all the land in the 
watersheds which serve the great cities can't 
be held in forest. Folks will still have to farm 
it, graze it, log it. How to use the land and at 
the same time save it from erosion is the next 
great answer to be found—an answer not only 
of interest to the farmer, but to every city 
dweller, whose water supply is endangered and 
who faces the harassing shortage of water that 
New York City experienced last year. 

A great deal has already been found out 
about how we can use the land and at the same 
time conserve the water resources—holding cer- 
tain areas on the steeper slopes in forests to halt 
the swifter flow, planting on the grazing slopes 
grasses that will absorb water and still not pack 
hard, strip cropping the tilled areas to break 
the flow of silt laden water. Some of the results 
are spectacular to the hydrologist. Because of 
better conservation practices in the watershed 
that serves Atlanta, for instance, the Chattahoo- 
chee River is only a third as muddy as it used 
to be, and many another Géorgia river runs 
clearer now than it has run since Indian days.

Juvenile Court Is “Wise Parent’ 


This is the first of a series of three articles on Georgia Juvenile Courts 


About 150 boys and girls 17 years of age and under are behind prison bars in Georgia today—tried 
in adult courts, under adult rules, and sent to adult prisons to serve out their time. 

A half-century ago, the Illinois Legislature said that children should be treated differently from 
adults by the court. So Illinois established the nation’s first juvenile court to serve as a “wise parent” 
rendering “personalized rather than punitive justice.” 


Agreeing with this belief, Georgia passed a 
law in 1915 permitting establishment of chil- 
dren's courts. Several were established, particu- 
larly in the big cities. Then, early in 1950, Geor- 
gia’s Legislature stepped into the nation’s fore- 
front by passing a bill setting up a statewide 
system of juvenile courts. 


While awaiting the January session. of .the 
Legislature to finance this act; however, many 
counties today are still sending ‘teen age boys 
and girls to adult prisons—because, with no chil- 
dren’s courts, there’s no other choice. 


The boys and girls in Tattnall State 
Prison were convicted by adult courts which 
asked the stern question: “Guilty or Not 
Guilty?” They were not given the oppor- 
tunity a lad has before his father—to ex- 
plain why he happened to get mixed up 
in such a situation. They were sent to adult 
prisons to serve out their time like com- 
mon adult criminals. They were not given 
psychiatric tests and treatments to try to 
rehabilitate them. 


The Juvenile Court, such as exists in At- 
lanta, Macon, Augusta, Savannah, and Georgia's 
other large cities, asks the boy and girl the 
question: “Why, and under what circumstances, 
did you do this? What can we do to help you?” 

Before the days of the Juvenile Court—and 
most of Georgia today is still without a Juvenile 
Court—children were not treated with civilized 
fairness, Dr. William Healy, Judge of the Baker 
Guidance Center, of Boston, writes in Federal 
Probation.
